FURTHER DISCUSSIONS 
_ YESTERDAY, ra 


: Rugby, Maieh 16. 
" The. International Conference on 
hours of ‘lwbour to-day continued 
its, examination, article by article, 
of :the Washington Hours Conven- 
tion, which ‘was begun yesterday, 

One or ‘two minor points .were 
raised on Article 1, which deals 
with the‘ scope of the Convention, 
and agreement was reached in re- 
gard to them without. difficulty, 

‘On Article 2, an important ques- 
tion was raised of the exact mean- 
ing to be: given to the expression 
“Four of work,” and, after discus- 
jsion, the views of the various de- 
legatiors were found to be in agree- 
ment on this point,, Further dia- 
cussion took'place.on'the definition 
of a working week, and’ various 
proposals put forward to make 
‘elear the. position on this matter 
were remitted. to the Sub-Commit- 
tee. 

‘A question was ralsed! as to the 
effect of Article 2 on the working 
of a five-day week. This was dis- 
cussed at some length and the 
point was reserved for further eon- 
sideration. * 

The’ Conference then proceeded 
to ‘an examination of. Article 4, 
which deals with. the. special condi-
